MURPHY CONTROLS PARTY. 

REALIZES HIS AMBITION.

NEW YORK, Oct. 1—{Execlusive 
Dispatch.] Charles F. Murphy was in 
complete control of the organization 
of the new Democratic State Commit- 
tee today. He is the first Tammany 
leader to realize his ambition of be- 
coming undisputed leader of the Demo- 
cratic party in the State.

Lawrence, and who explained that, as 
a representative of organized labor, 
he could not vote for Conners in view 
of his record as a “strike-beaker” in 
Buffalo. 

CONNERS IS REWARDED. 

The election of Conners to the chair- 
manship of the committee was a re- 
ward for the part he played in ar- 
ranging the Hearst-Murphy “deal,” 
which resulted in the indorsement of 
the Independence League candidate by 
the Democratic convention.

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Times Stir Chinese Ire.

Washington Government Is 
Asked for Confiscation, 


Whang-Ho With Instru- 
ments Now Due Here. 


With the object of prbdhibiting the 
display on this Coast of Chinese be- 
heading knives and hideous torture 
racks on the Chinese war junk 
Whang-Ho, that is due to arrive in 
San Pedro Harbor this week, the CM. 
nese government has made repre- 
sentations to United States Consul- 
General Rodgers at Shanghal and 
asked that they be confiscated by the 
government. 
The objections were presented by the 
Viceroy of Nanking province and 
were caused by the strenuous @isap- 
proval of the display of these quaint 
and horrible instruments by Tu 
Hsien, Viceroy of the province of 
Shanse. These objections are based 
upon the grounds that the torture 
racks are purely Chinese, and that 
their exhibition would only arouse the 
fury of the mandarin and native class 
of China. 
Advice of the official objection to the 
exhibit of these articles yest 
reached W. M. Milne of Los Angetes, 
who purchased the Whang-Ho from 
the Chinese government. His friends, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Harvie of Pitts- 
burgh, who are returning mission- 
aries, brought the information.

There is no possible justification for 
the Mayor's attack upon members of 
the Charter Revision Committee. His 
foolish and demagogic animadversions 
against these gentiemen, if he was re- 
ported correctly in the Examiner, 
appear to have been intended to divert 
attention from the main issue by 
stirring up a dust of nasty personal 
contréversy, So far as the franchise 
question is concerned, it doesn't mat- 
ter in the least whether Mr. Silent of- 
feréd the city a convention site for 
$500,000 or. $5, or whether Mr. Cass 
has been “a for the street 
railways” or not. To raise such petty 
personal questions is ridiculous and 
unwarranted, as Mayor McAleer cer- 
tainly should be aware, 

The sole question at issue is whether 
the city should or should not t the 
ute of street railway franch toa 
period so brief as twenty-one years, as 
the charter in its form re- 
quires. Is it good policy continue 
this limitation, or would it be a better 
business policy to extend the term— 
say to thirty-three ‘years? This is 
positively all there is to the franchise 
question, and it has not the slightest 
reference to Mayor McAleer’s likes or 
dislikes, his prejudices, grudges or 
grievances. 

Two years ago, by a majority vote, 
the twenty-one-year limit was estab- 
lished as a provision of the city’s or- 
ganic law. What was the result? 
Precisely what The Times declared it 
would be. The building of street rail- 
Ways and extensions in the city was 
stopped. Capital refused to make the 
heavy investments required for street 
railway construction for so short a 
period. Capital can find better invest- 
ments than to embark upon a scheme 
so transitory. There was no induce- 
ment to extend existing lines, and 
even less inducement to build new 


ment of the city was hindered. Prop- 
erty values in sections not already 
provided with transportation facilities 
Buffered. Great harm was done, and 
there was no corresponding benefit to 
anybody—not even to Doc Haynes, 
who fathered the twenty-one years’ 

Probably three-fourths of the voters 
in Los Angeles perceive, after two 
years’ experience, the fact that they 
made a serious mistake when they 
voted this absurd restriction into the 
charter nearly two years ago. In any 
event, they are entitled to an oppor- 
tunity to vote upon the question again, 
as a majority of the city’s voters no 
doubt will be glad to do. Why should 
they not be afforded this opportunity? 
What harm? And why should the 
advocates of the initiative, referen- 
dum, etc., oppose such an expression of 
the public will? If the people desire the 
continuance of the twenty-one-years’ 
restriction, they will say so at the 


polis. If they desire to have it re- 
moved, now that it has been tried and 
has found conspicuously want- 


ing, they have an unquestionable right 
to vate it out of the charter. a 

It is that the Mayor is 
simply actuated by a grudge, as usual. 
He proposes to “get even” with the 
Huntington people. All this is un- 
pleasantly obvious. His refusal to at- 
tend the council meeting yesterday 
revealed the narrowness of the mo- 
tives by which he is impelled.

No other Democratic candidate for 
Governor of California ever had such 
an opportunity to say whatever he 
pleased about everybody and every- 
thing as has the present candidate, 
Mr. Bell.

The Democracy was so hope- 
lessiy demoralized by the Hearst 
crowd that it wasn’t worth bossing, 
and the Southern Pacific wasted no 
time on it. 

Therefore Mr. Bell is enjoying the 
luxury of free speech to a degree hith- 
erto unknown to a Democratic candi- 
date, and he is having the time of his 
life hunting the “octopus” and show- 
ing up the hypocrisy of Hearst, who 
professes to be the only genuine oc- 
topus-smasher. 


RECORD-BREAKING ERA. 

The United States has been en- 
gaged in two interventions among the 
countries of Latin-America of an era- 
making significance. Elihu Root, the 
exceedingly diplomatic and able Sec- 
rétary of State, has just returned to 
Washington from a three- months 
tour through the republies of the 
South American peninsula. W. H. 
Taft, Secretary of War, is at the pres- 
ent time holding down the little bub- 
bling republic of Cuba. To the unre- 
flective it would appear that there 
Was a radical difference in these two 
missions. As a matter of fact, the 
purpose of each is one and the same. 
Peace is the end sought in both, and 
that peace is to be first in the inter- 
est of the countries into which they 
have been made, second in the inter- 
est of the United States, and third 
in the interest of the rest of the 
world. 

The visit of Secretary Root to the 
republics of Latin America was at its 
inception very difficult of comprehen- 
sion on the part of the countries vis- 
ited. They had the old-time idea in 
their mind that might makes right 
among nations and.that there was no 
right to be recognized by the Unitec 
States but that behind which stood 
vast armies and modern battleships. 
The Secretary of State sought to erac 
icate from the minds of the stat 
of Latin American republics/this er- 
roneous idea. He opened their eyes 
to the fact that the United States 
Stands im a very different posttior 
from that of all the great powers of 
the past. We scarcely know what 
standing army is and have no “war 
footing’ in the United States. The 
few thousand men that we maintain 
under arms are simply a precautio 
for any unforeseen emergency which 
might threaten us in the way of a 
war precipitated upon us from the out- 
side. We have no organized army for 
the invasion of our neighbors for the 
simple reason that we have no desire 
to intermeddle in any way with thei: 
internal affairs unless compelled by 
themselves to do so to safeguard the 
rights of our own people who may be 
domiciled among them. Secretary 
Root in the most delicate manner con- 
veyed to them the message that what 
we wished in connection with them 
is to win with them the victories of 
peace. We want the most cordial un- 
derstanding between ourselves and all 
thesé South American republics. We 
wish them to go on in the most peace- 
able and uninterrupted manner in the 
development of their own resources 
under their own forms of law and ac- 
cording to the guidance of their own 
best judgment. Without armed 
bands behind him, and in a spirit of 
the utmost brotherliness, My. Root 
went among the South American re- 
publics and comes home, having left 
behind him an impression which we 
hope will prove ineradicable, that it is 
an exchange of commercial business, 
for the enrichment of themselves first 
and of ourselves second that we re. 

Mr. Taft’s mission in Cuba the 
same end in view. It is peace, not 
war, that Mr. Taft wishes to estab- 
lish in Cuba. Unfortunately for them- 
selves, the Cubans have got their po- 
litical affairs into a state of turmoil 
which threatens their own interests 
a great deal more than those of Amer- 
icans and Europeans who have taken 
up their domicile in the island. 11 
there is a shot fired or a life sacrificed 
in Cuba, it will be with the deepest 
regret of the people of the United 
States, and most of all on the part 
of those who are exercising govern- 
ment in the United States. We have 
given the island of Cuba her freedom 
from Spanish dominios, we have set 
her up in the busimess of self-govern- 
ment as a practically independent re- 
public, and it the Cubans can only be 
made to realize what liberty under law 
means, their country will be blessed 
with all the rfthest fruits of peace. 
The ishing of these peaceful 
conditions in the island in ordér that 
the industries and the commefce of 
the country may go on in uninter- 
rupted quietude is the only thing the 
United States has in mind. As soon 
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law-abiding manner, this intervention 
on our part will be prolonged. 

There is no doubt that this policy 
outlined by our government in the 
visit of Secretary Root to South Amer- 
ica and, the presence of Mr. Taft with 
Gen. Funston at his right elbow in 
Cuba will exercise a profound influ- 
ence upon all the governments of the 
world. Mankind today is ripe for at 
least the dawn of that millennium of 
peace promised us by religious teach- 
ers. That promise has been for 2000 
years an exceedingly unsubstantial 
fair, and yet that lea ven cast into the 
great mass of world politics on the 
hillsides of Judea so many centuries 
ago has been working in men's hearts 
and mindy during all the intervening 
years. To use another biblical simile, 
the little seed cast into the ground 
of the human heart has been growing 
and the tree is now spreading its 
branches over all the nationg of the 
earth. In spite of the occurrences of 
the last few years, the havoc of the 
long war Yh South Africa, and the 
more terrible experiences in that 
greater conflict between Russia and 
Japan, in spite of all the mutterings 
of cannon and the growling of the 
war-dogs of the sea that are heard 
from time to time, the dawn of the 
millennium of peace is breaking over 
the hills of time.

ON THE MALIBU RAILROAD. 


Santa Monica Connection Staked 
Out—First Section Nearly 
Gompleted. 

SANTA MONICA, Oct, 1.—Within ten 
days the grading crews will have com- 
pleted all work on the first contract 
of the Malibu Railroad, now being 
built up the coast for the ultimate con- 
nection of Santa Monica with Santa 
Barbara or Ventura. This contract 
embraces a five-mile stretch of road. 
The rails have been laid and spiked 
for two miles of this distance, and the 
ties and steel are being distributed 
the other three miles. What will

ATDUBON'S VISIT. 

A work just issued that is of especial 
to Southern Californians ts 
“Audubon’s Western Journal: 1849- 
1850.“ being the manuscript record of 
a trip made by John A. Audubon from 
New York to Texas, and an overland 
journey through Mexico and Arizona 
to the geld fields of California. Audu- 
bon left New York in February, 1849, 
with a company of eighty men and a 
capital of $27,000. Tis journal re- 
counts the scenes and incidents of the 
overland trip to San Diego and Los 
Angeles. Being a son of John J. Au- 
dubon, the naturalist, the diary of the 
journey naturally treats of the sub- 
jects nearest to the heart of the elder 
Audubon. 

Los Angeles was reached in Novem- 
ber, 1849. Of it the author 
“This ‘City of Angels’ 
else, unless the angels are fallen ones. 
An antiquated, dilapidated air per- 
vades all, but Americans are pouring 
and in a few years will make a 
beautiful place of it. It is well wa- 
tered by a pretty little river, led off in 
irrigating ditches. The whole town is 
surrounded to the south with very 
luxuriant vines, and the grapes are 
quite delightful; we parted with them 
with great regret, as fruit is such a 
luxury to us. Many of the men took 
bushels, and only paid small sums for 
them. The hills to. the north command 
the whole town, and will be the place 

for the garrison.” — 

From Los Angeles the little band 
journeyed “eastward of the town, and 
followed the little river and camped 
in the best they had seen.” The 
first ride of eighteen miles took them 
to a rancho, formerly the Mission of 


San Fernando. Like most of the others, 


it has a long portico and arches and a 
few pictures of the Virgin and some 
images of the saints are still stand- 
ing, but, from an artistic point of 
view, they are poor trash. The gar-

It took sixty tons of ice to make the 
forty or more tons of ice cream which 
Dbianched forth in all its purity yes- 
terday, and is represented this morn- 
ing only by hundreds of empty cans 
and scores of individual regrets. 

Every panting dry-mouthed man, 
woman and child in Los Angeles drank 
an ice cream soda yesterday. If by 
any means one missed his portion, as 
is hardly likely, the loss is his. It was 
there at the soda fountain for him. 
It may have been that the overworked 
attendants served the cooling beverage 
to some one else, but it is certain 
that something like 250,000 ice cream 


taurants, scores of expe 
all day in dishing out the cooling, 
cheering thirst-destroying, stomach 
tickling decoctions. 

FACED FAMINE ALL DAY. 

Tt is more or less conservatively es- 
timated that when the last establish- 
ment closed its doors at midnight there 
were not more than forty-eight ounces 
left of all the huge ice cream supply 
of the city. 

Never before in the history of the 
tewn, say the manufacturers of ice 
cream, has Los Angeles faced the fear- 
ful horror of an ice cream famine as it 


did all day yesterday, especially 
through the terrible hours of the aft- 
ernoon and early evening, when 200 


dispensers of the elusive sweet shiv- 
ered in apprehension before the on- 
slaught of the undiminishing thous- 
ands massing abot the places where 
the confection is sold.

The vicissitudes of the ice cream 
business are like those of the Wall 
street broker who goes in to bust“ 
Mr. Harriman or Mr. Rockefeller in 
business. The ice cream maker must 
run a weather department of his own. 
He dare not trust to the vagaries of 
the government expert. If he did he 
would not last as long as a quart of his 
own product at a church social. 


MADE ROUNDS OF FOUNTAINS. 


By all of the rules of the game, Sun- 
day is an off day and a dead one in 
the ice cream business—in Los Ange- 
les, at any rate. ‘But last Sunday 
proved the exception to verify the rule 
and also almost to put the ice cream 
men out of business. 

It is useless to enumerate the hor- 
rors of that memorable day. Instead 
of going to the beaches, as is their 
wont, whole families took the early 
morning cars down town. They skid- 
ded for the first soda fountain.

It may not be that the 
excuse was a just and valid one, but it 
is certain that after waiting for hours 
to get within a few feet of a soda 
fountain, mana youth was driven tn 
sheer desperation to the convenient 
bars, which, be it said in justice to the 
temperance and sobriety of the town, 
while they were wel! patronized, were 
not nearly so popular as the ,soda 
fountains. 

This panicky condition resulted yes- 
terday in the cleaning out of the en- 
tire reserve supply of ice cream as 
well as the new crop brought upon 
the market during the day from the 
well-equipped factories of the Crescent 
Cream Company, and Christopher's, 
which two concerns together . supply 
practically all of the ice cream used in 
Los Angeles in large quantities.

FEMININE GENDER BLAMELESS. 


While Sunday is said to have been 


heavier from the point of soda and 
ice cream consumption than any other 
Sunday, or perhaps even than any 
other week day during the year, yes- 
terday was fully as big a day. But it 
is not to be understood that Los An- 
geles depletes the ice cream and soft 
drink supply dally. That is one of 
the peculiar features of the business. 
While it is estimated by the manu- 
facurers that fully 3000 gallons of the 
sweet stuff was used yesterday, when 
Los Angeles weather is behaving the 
consumption of ice cream frequently 
does not exceed 1000 gallons a day, 
and sometimes falls below even this 
low figure. Some conception of the 
ratio of increase for Sunday and Mon- 
day may be appreciated by the esti- 
mate that on those two days a pound 
of ice cream was consumed for every 
inhabitant of the city, big and small. 
Soda-water clerks say at the same 
time that the blame for this craze of 
soft-drink consumption must not be 
fixed upon tHe feminiae gender. The 
young men and the old are equally ad- 
dicted to the habit, according to their 
observations.
